LONDON, Oct. 11.—In brilliant 
sunshine the 48 bodies of victims 
of the R-101’s disaster in France 
last Sunday today were taken from 
Westminster Hall for the journey 
to one large grave at Cardington. 

Promptly at 10 a. m. the funeral 
procession, headed by a royal air 
force band, began the march 


through streets lined with thou- 
sands of people who were unable to 


pass the coffins yesterday when 
they lay in state. 

One figure in the cortege was a 
man in dark blue uniform with 
long cloak, golden epaulettes and 
a peaked cap. He was Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, commander of the Graf 
Zeppelin. He was bidding fare- 
well to his fellow workers in the 


airship field. His grief was the 
greater because Maj. G. H. Scott, 
of the British airship development 
staff, who perished in the R-101, 
waza close friend. 

Comrades of the dead men 
marched in the procession. Men 
of the third watch of the R-101, 
and the crew of the sister-ship, the 
R-100, were there with high offi- 
cials of the Air Council, Army 
Council and the Admiralty, Pre- 
mier MacDonald, Dominion Pre- 
miers, representatives of foreign 
powers and other prominent per- 
gons. 

It ~was nearly noon when the 
head of the procession crossed the 
city and reached the Euston Rail- 
way terminal, where the bodies 
were entrained for Cardington. 

During the procession there were 
many scenes of intense emotion. 
Police were kept busy removing 
fainting women from the crowd. 
At one point half a dozen women 
collapsed. 

Thousands Crowd Village. 

At Cardingto», thousands of per- 
sons paid their tribute as the 48 
airmen, including Lord Thomson, 
Air Minister, were laid to rest in 
one grave in the tiny local ceme- 
tery. 

In sight of the concourse of 
mourners about th. churchyard, 
there reared into the sky a tower- 
ing mooring mast from which only 
a week ago the R-101 had started 
a voyage to India. 

The village was crowded with 
thousands of persons, while other 
thousands stood along the road 
leading to the adjoining city of 
Bedford, there to watch the funeral 
train bearing the bodies from Lon- 
don. 3 

Bedford itself was hushed, for 
a day of mourning had been pro- 
claimed. It was a town of quiet 
thoroughfares, of shuttered shops, 
of houses with drawn blinds. No 
vehicles passed through the streets 
—just endless lines of silent men, 
women and children, headed for 
Cardington Cemetery. 

Floral tributes poured into the 
village and the churchyard was 
covered with splendid blooms 
which overflowed into the entire 
field adjoining. 

Grave a Carpet of Green, 

The grave itself was a beautiful 
sight. During the night workmen 
had transformed the sloping, sandy 
sides of the excavation into a car- 
pet of fresh green grass, dotted 
here and there with white and 
bronze chrysanthemums. 

As the clock in the old church 
tower recorded the hour of two, 
marking-the arrival of the funeral 
train in Bedford, a hush settled 
over the village. 


Occasionally a sorrowful figure 
passed into the silent peace of the 
church to pray, but apart from 
this there was no movement save 
on the ancient church itself, where 
the Union Jack fluttered at half 
mast as an airplane overhéad wove 
circles of tribute to the dead. 

The funera] train had crept from 
Euston station in London to the 
&trains of “Rock of Ages,” played 
by the Royal Air Force Band. A 
great crowd of diplomats and offi- 
cials stood with bared heads. 
Among them was Prime Minister 
MacDonald. His dearest friend, 
Lord Thomson, was among the 
dead. 

Farmers Pause in Field. 

All along the route to Bedford 
thousands were gathered. At 
every wayside station was a group 
of men, women and children. Even 
farmers in the field paused in their 
work and bared their heads as the 
train moved past. | 

At Bedford the Mayor and other 
officials, with a Royal Air Force 
guard of honor, received the train. 
Two flights of bombing planes cir- 
cled overhead as pallbearers

Levine, passenger on the Co- 
lumbia’s first voyage, now a pilot 
himself, was first to greet the two 
men who followed his path across 
the Atlantic. There were thou- 
sands of persons on the field as 
the Columbia hove in sight, among 
them many Americans. 

Started Flight Thursday. 
The Columbia took off from 
Harbor Grace, N. F., Thursday at 
10:20 a. m. (St. Louis time) and 
was landed about 10:30 a. m. yes- 
terday (New York time) on the 
tiny islet. Thus she completed her 
ocean flight in 24 hours and 106 
minutes. The journey from Tresco 
to Croydon today was made in two 
hours, 53 minutes, 

The whole time of flight from 
Harbor Grace to Croydon was 27 
hours and 3 minutes. 

Lunding at Tresco the aviators 
last evening informed Maj. A. A. 
Dorrien-Smith, Governor of the 
Scilly Islands, that they had en- 
countered a hurricane over the At- 
lantie and had flown the latter 
part of their trip, from the region 
of Fastnet, extreme southern tip 
of Ireland, to Tresco through a 
dense fog. They had discovered 
only a few minutes before that 
their fuel supply had been cut off 
by @ stoppage in the pipe Line.

The communique says the forces 
landed but were driven to take to 
their boats and compelled to fre- 
turn to the Maranhoa. The de- 
stroyer exchanged fire with the 
rebel forces for about 40 minutes, 
then withdrew from range. ° 

Immediately afterward insur- 
gents occupied Imbituba, a small 
port of which Sobituba is a part. 
Imbituba is about 100 miles south 
of Florianopolis, only remaining 
Federal stronghold along the Santa 
Catharina and Rio Grande do Sul 
coastlines. 

Another bulletin says mobiliza- 
tion of rebels in the south is pro- 
ceeding and that 60,000 men ac- 
tually are in the field, More than 
30,000 men are said to constitute 
the vanguard of this army, under 
Trifino Correia, and already to 
have established contact with the 
Federals beyond Annitopolis. 


Sao Paulo-Rio Communication Said 
to Be Cut.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Oct. 
11.—Fall of Joinville and San 
Francisco, State of Santa Catha- 
rina, to a rebel force headed by 
Capt. Caldas Braga has isolated 
Florianopolis, or Desterro, sole 
Federal stronghold south of Para- 
na, and has made the position of 
its garrison precarious. 

Between Sao Paulo and Rio de 
Janeiro a small insurgent force is 
said to be operating out of Lorena, 
where the railroad line from the 
capital city to Sao Paulo has been 
cut.

is holding out against strong in- 
surgent forces. 

Federals Rebuilding Railroad. 

Sao Paulista troops, advancing 
from a point just north of the far 
southern corner of Minas Geraes, 
captured the town of Oura Fino 
and proceeded toward Itajuba.

BISHOP CANNON QUITS 
RLS COLLEGE BOARD 


Methodist Executive Says Some 

Supporters of School Dis- 

agree With His Activities.

BLACKSTONE, Va., Oct. 11.— 
The official connection of Bishop 
James Cannon Jr., with Blackstone 
College for Girls, an institute he 
founded and headed for almost a/ 

uarter century, has been severed. 

‘Coincident with an announce- 
ment from the trustees of the col- 
lege that the Bishop had been re- 
placed as president of their board 
by N. P. Angle of Rocky Mount, 
Va., the churchman last night made 
public his letter of resignation as a 
member and head of the board. 

All 18 trustees voted for Angle 
as Bishop Cannon’s successor. 

Members of the board said after 
a previous *neeting on September 
that Bishop Cannon's affiliation 
with the college as president of 
trustees had been discussed at 
that time. . 

In his letter of resigntaion, a 
copy of which he telegraphed to 
the Richmond Times-Dispatch, 
Bishop Cannon said that “since 
1928 there has been a division of 
sentiment among the people in the 
territory from which the college 
naturally draws-_its support. A 
number of these people have dis- 
agreed with my views and my ac- 
tivities during the past two years. 

“At this time when the college 
is endeavoring to increase its pat- 
ronage and endowment it is vital 
that there shall be decided results. 
I have decided therefore, without 
any suggestion from any person or 
any committee of the college, to 
present my resignation as the pres- 
ident and as a member of the board 
of trustees and I desire that this 
resignation shall be accepted 
promptly.” 

He recalled in the letter that he 
served as president of the college 
from 1894, the year the school was 
founded as Blackstone Female In- 
stitute, until 1918, with the excep- 
tion of four years from 1910 to 
1914. Since 1918 he has been head

and order. Letters issued to all 
department offielals before the 
convention annownced this stand. 
In the convention itself, a reso- 
lution was adopted, calling atten- 
tion to rowdyism by others than 
Legionnaires but disguised as Le- 
gionnaires, and the Boston police 
were requested to stop it.

LOS ANGELES, Cal, Oct. 1L— 
A suit for an accounting charging 
Edward L. Doheny, multimillion- 
aire oil operator, and the Richfield 
Oil Co. with conspiring to defraud 
certain stockholders of the Pan- 
American Western Petroleum Co., 
was filed in Federal Court here 
yesterday. 

James C. Blythe of St. Louis, 
who said he represented all class 
B stockholders in Pan-American 
Western, filed the suit yesterday. 
He charges Doheny sold a con- 
trolling interest in the company to 
Richfield for a “wholly inadequate 
and unconscionable sum” because 
of a fear that the Government 
would be victorious in an oil lease 
cancellation suit affecting the Pan- 
American company. The cancel- 
lation suit is now under consider- 
ation in Federal Court here. 
Besides Doheny and the Rich- 
field company, the suit names as 
co-defendants the Petroleum Se- 
curities Co., the Pan-American 
Western Petroleum Co., J. C. An- 
derson, Fred Ritter, C. W. Smith 
and R. M. Sands. 

Accounting Demanded. 

An accounting is demanded to 
determine the amount of money 
Doheny received from Richfield 
for the transfer of the controlling 
150,000 shares of stock and judg- 
ment is asked for the value of the 
stock which is placed at not less 
than $50 a share. 

The oil lease accusations of the 
Harding administration were re- 
called by the suit in a demand for 
an accounting of the expenditures 
made by Pan-American because of 
the alleged conspiracy and “‘wrong- 
ful acts” between Doheny and for- 
mer Secretary of the Interior Al- 
bert B. Fal, 

According to the suit, Pan- 
American was organized in 1925, 
most of its stock being sold to an- 
other Doheny concern, the Petrol- 
eum Securities Co. Later in 1925, 
the suit said, Pan-American pur- 
chased the stock of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Petroleum Co. for an amount 
“in excess of $20.000,000.” 

Rasis of Sale Attacked. 

The assets of the Pan-American 
Western Petroleum Co., according 
to the suit, consisted of the stock 
of the Pan-American Petroleum 
Co. The latter company is alleged 
to have had a contract with the 
Petroleum Securities Co. for its 
entire crude oil output. To destroy 
the value of Class B stock in Pan- 
American Western, Doheny, it is 
alleged, transferred the crude oil 
contract, making it impossible for 
Pan-American Western to transact 
business. The plaintiff alleges 
Richfield Oil paid Doheny $7,500,- 
000 through the Petroleum Securi- 
ties Co. in consideration of the con- 
tract transfer. ' 

After obtaining a controlling in- 
terest, Richfield is alleged to have 
dissolved Pan-American Western 
and allotted one share of its stock 
for three shares of Pan-Ameri- 
can Western Class B stock. This, 
the suit describes as “wholly in- 
adequate and unconscionable,” 

The-suit also-alleged Pan-Amer- 
ican Western was forced to pay 
heavy damages to reimburse the 
Government in connection with the 
Fall-Doheny scandal. 

Similar Suit Settled, 

Doheny’s. Elk Hills oil leases 
originally were held by the Pan- 
American Petroleum & Transport 
Co., a Doheny organization, which 
later became a helding company 
owned by the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana. 

A suit similar to Blythe’s was 
brought against Doheny and his 
Pan-American Western Petroleum 
‘Co. last winter by Frank H. Kun- 
kel, Cincinnati (O0.) attorney, on 
behalf of himself and other stock- 
holders of the transport organiza- 
tion. “Kunkel sought to compel 
Doheny to reimburse the stock- 
holders for losses alleged to have 
resulted from the Government's 
cancellation of the leases and 
which losses were reported to be 
upward of $10,000,000. Kunkel’s 
suit was settled out of court last 
June. No public mention was made 
of the amount of settlement.

The Detroit Aquari- 
um, for instance, has 2,000,000 visitors a year. Spec 
tators of all ages delight in the vari-colored speci- 
mens from tropical waters, the huge yet agile ocean 
turtles, the tiny and graceful sea horses, the gro- 
tesque crabs, curious rays, sea bass, toad fish, game 
fish from inland pools, and many others, all swim- 
ming about in illuminated plate glass tanks. 

St. Louis, realizing its need, also has plans for an 
aquarium. From the 1923 bond issue, $400,000 is 
available. Plans have been drawn by the Zoo archi- 
tect, John E. Wallace, for a handsome structure, 
228 by 220 feet, or approximacely four times the size 
of the Primate House. In 98 large and 200 small 
tanks varied species of salt and fresh water fishes 
will be on display. A hatchery also will be operated. 
The proposed facilities will rank favorably with 
those of the new Shedd Aquarium in Chicago, now 
the finest in America. 

From the experience of other cities, however, 2 
lesson comes to St. Louis. Both New Orleans and 
San Francisco have found their buildings far too 
small, after only seven years or less. They can 
neither add the specimens available nor care ade 
quately for the throngs of visitors, their directors 
declared when here last week at the nationa! con- 
vention of zoo and aquarium executives. Enlarging 
the buildings would be difficult, even impracticable. 
George P. Vierheller, director of the St. Louis Zoo, 
does not desire such a situation here; hence the 
delay in carrying out the plans. | 
Construction and maintenance of an aquafium are 
no simple tasks. Numerqus mechanical devices, in- 
cluding many unknown to other zoological depart- 
ments, are necessary: a heating plant, a cooling 
plant, a condensed air supply, pumping plants for 
salt and fresh water. Each motor unit must be in 
duplicate, for a breakdown of any one would mean 
wiping out a large part of the displays. Attendants 
must be present 24 hours a day, and an. experienced 
ichthyologist is fequired to gupérvise the whole. 
Sea water must be brought in tanks for ocean fish, 
although this may be purified for use many times. 
The expense of aquarium operation is well ex- 
pressed by Dr. W. M. Mann, head of the Washing- 
ton Zoo: “Comparatively high per annum, but véry 
low per visitor.” Because of the many visitors it 
would attract, Mr. Vierheller is wise in waiting to 
build the St. Louis Aquarium until mofe funds are! 
available. An aquarium of a sort could be. built for 
$400,000, but $700,000 is considered the minimum for 
a building such as St. Louis should have. 

If the work must wait until fends from the Zoo's 
tax income are accumulated to reach this total, then 
construction cannot begin until 1935. Mr. Vierheller 
hopes two or more public spirited citizens wil] come 
forward with contributions to make an early start 
possible. The city would be fortunate indeed did it 
have such friends, for their gifte would furnish an 
unequaled means of recreation and education for 
thousands of spectators annually. Such a building 
project, launched in the near future, would be of im- 
portance in giving employment to many workers.

A plea for “the university of the 
open mind” was voiced by Presi- 
dent Walter Williams of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri at a dinner of 
the St. Louis Alumni Association at 
the Forest Park Hotel last night. 
It was his first address before any 
alumni group since he became act- 
ing president last spring. 

President Williams said

tion. He said that Miller told him 
that many prominent men are 
“honorary members” of the  or- 


ganization, including Charles H. 
Tuttle, Republican candidate for 
the Governorship, whose investi- 
gations as United States District 
Attorney hastened the magisterial 
inquiry, 

“But many prominent men are 
surprised to find themselves listed 
as honorary members of organiza- 
tions they have never heard of,” 
Tibbetts added. “It will probably 
be news both to Mr. Tuttle and the 
othtr prominent men that they are 
honorary members.”

IN ANNUAL CONCERT 


Violinist Presents Mendelssohn 
Concerto. With New Spirit . 
of Youthful Enthusiasm. 


The packed house and the 
crowded stage at the Odeon last 


night could mean only one thing. 
Kreisler was giving his annual re- 
cital in St. Louis and the usual 
audience drawn from all condi- 
tions and grades of men, women 
and children was on hand to pay 
its usual] tribute. 

Most of his program was marked 
by that lovely serenity and almost 
Buddhistic self-effacement which 
has been an outstanding character- 
istic of his playing for the last 
dozen years or so. But the well- 
worn Mendelssohn concerto which 
served as the center of interest for 
his program was given with a dash 
that suggested the revival of some 
sort of youthful enthusiasm for the 
piece, The first movement was 
submitted to a much faster teinpo 
than one usually hears but this, 
needless to say, resulted only in an 
added brilliance and did not af- 
fect the articulation of the music 
in the least. Kreisler often lapses 
from a strict technical perfection 
but never in such a way as to dis- 
turb the audience's understanding 
of the composition being played. 

The program was started with 
Corelli's “La Folia” presumably 
with a Kreisler arrangement which 
was Only saved from being tedious 
by Kreisler’s aristocratic musician- 
ship. The program also included a 
Sarabande and Double Bourree 
from Bach’s Partita in B Minor, 
Schumann's Romance in A Major, 
Mozart's G Major Rondo, three 
Caprices and two numbers by the 
violinist himself. When the audi- 

nee refused to leave after the 
inal number he also played his 
own arrangement of the London- 
derry Air and anotherg familiar 
piece of his own whose name es- 
capes me for the moment. 

All in all it was a program fora 
hot night and a popular audience. 
Since the bare mention of Kreis- 
ler’s name in a half-inch advertise- 
ment is enough to fill the house 
one wonders why he doesn’t seize 
that opportunity to play music that 
would probably be more agreeable 
to his taste. Less attractive fid- 
dlers may be forced to smear their 
programs with molasses in order to 
bring in the public, but Kreisler 
could afford the best music writ- 
ten. It’s too bad that he doesn't.

$10 A DAY FOR ASSEMBLYMEN 
FAVORED BY STATE BAR GROUP 


Association Indorses Proposition 
No. 1, Which Also Limits 
Number of Clerks. 

Approval of Proposition No. 1, 
an amendment increasing the com- 
pensation of members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, limiting the num- 
ber of clerks and simplifying the 
procedure of law-making, has been 
given by the Missouri Bar Asso- 
ciation, it was announced yester- 
day. 

A committee, consisting of E. J. 
Bean, Jesse W. Barrett, former At- 
torney-General, and Wayne Ely, 
has been appointed by, the presi- 
dent, J. W. Jamison, to urge pas- 
sage of the amendment. 

State Senators and Representa- 
tives would receive $10 a day for 
the first 100 days of regular ses- 
sions, for 140 days of revision ses- 
sions andefor 60 days of special 
sessions. After these periods they 
would receive nothing. They now 
receive $5 a day for 70 days of 
a regular session and 120 days of 
a revision session, and $1 a day 
until adjournment after these pe- 
riods. 

However, a saving would be af- 
fected, members of the Bar As- 
sociation said, by the provision 
that each house may have only 756 
clerks at a maximum compensa- 
tion of $5 a day. The amendment 
also prohibits the payment from 
the contingent fund of committees 
for special services, such as revis- 
ing the statutes or inspecting State 
institutions. Printing of bills as 
provided in the amendment would 
eliminate delay and the expense of 
copying in longhand as now re- 
quired.

NINE CHICAGO EXTORTION 
INDICTMENTS REPORTED

CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—The report- 
ed voting of true bills against nine 
executives of the Sheet Metal Em- 
ployers’ Association is a new de- 
velopment in the campaign against 
racketeering and crime in Chi- 
cago. 

On charges of conspiracy to ex- 
tort money by threats, the grand 
jury was reported yesterday to 
have named George Krutchkopf, 
president of the association, and 
eight of his aids, including five 
“business agents.” Records of the 
organization had been seized in a 
raid by detectives from the State’s 
Attorney’s office, who said they 
obtained evidence that the associa- 
tion had worked in collusion with 
labor union chiefs to call strikes 
against firms which would not join. 

Another important step in the 
war on crime developed at Spring- 
field, where the State Supreme 
Court granted a writ of habeas 
corpus, ordering James “Fur” 
Sammons, “public enemy,” pro- 
duced before the Court. The hear- 
ing on the writ, probably to be 
held Monday, is looked upon as a 
test of the legality of high bonds 
—$50,000 in Sammons’ case—that

Excavators discovered the skele- 
ton yesterday.

The slaying of Scalise, Anselmi 
and Guinta, all known as aids of 
Al Capone, was generally regard- 
ed as a sequel to the murder of 
seven George (Bugs Moran gang- 
sters on St. Valentine’s day of last 
year.

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BOND ISSUE DISCUSSION 
OF MERGER PROPOSAL 


Judge Lashly Says Vote of 
People Would Be Unneces- 
sary—T. H. Reed Denies It. 


A bond issue for public improve- 
ments without a vote of the people 


would be possible if St. Louis and | 


St. Louis County should consoli- 
date, as provided in the conditions 
stated in Proposition No. 5, the en- 
abling amendment, Circuit Judge 
Arthur V, Lashley said last night 
in addressing the University City 
Business and Professional Men's 
Association at the University City 
Junior High School. : 

“The Governing Board of the 
Greater City of St. Louis,” Judge 
Lashly, whois chairman of. the 
Save St. Louis County League, de- 
clared, ‘‘may acquire, construct and 
operate public improvements in 
special districts, the boundaries of 
which are fixed by the board. It 
may assess the cost against the 
property and issue bonds to cover 
the cost without a vote of the peo- 
ple. Taxpayers could not prevent 
this because they are given yo ef- 
fective right of protest.” 

However, Thomas H. Reed, con- 
sultant of the City and County 
Metropolitan Development Commit- 
tee, who drafted the merger plan, 
characterized the statement that 
bonds might be issued without a 
vote as an absurdity, in an address 
before the Citizens’ Metropolitan 
Committee yesterday at,Hotel Stat- 
He emphasized the fact that 
Proposition No. 5 is merely an en- 
abling act and that it would be 
necessary, if the amendment 
Passes, to vote on a charter at a 
special election next spring. 

Reed said that opponents of the 
Plan were attempting to “befog 
the minds of the people by discuss- 
ing details of the plan to be in- 
corporated in a charter.” 

“The suggested consolidation,” 
he said, “‘would prevent a large in- 
crease in county taxes which will 
inevitably result as metropolitan 
conveniences are required by an in- 
creasing population.”

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DEFENDS SH SHORT SHES 


Declares, nae: That Trad- 
ers Should Not Dump Shares 
to Depress Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct, 11.—Explaining 


that the stock market has become 


too big for any single group of in- 
dividudis to contro] the price move- 
ment, Richard Whitney, president 
of the New York Stock Exchange, 
said last night that the effects of 
bear raids in times of depression 
are likely to be exaggerated. 

Addressing the Illinois Chamber 
of Commerce, Whitney added, how- 
ever: 

“YJ personally do not believe it 
is proper for persons to sell stocks 
in volume and in a manner calcu- 
lated to depress prices artificially. 
The exchange does not defend, or 
look with favor, upon selling of 
this character.”’ 

He said that single groups or in 
dividuals might designedly influ- 
ence the prices of individual stocks. 

He made no direct reference to 
recent reports that stock exchange 
executives had called some of its 
members to account for bearish op- 
erations and warnéd them against 
activities designed to demoralize the 
market. He reiterated the belief 
long held by stock exchange men 
that short selling is -an essential 
factor in maintaining an orderly 
market, and that artificial re- 
straints would be ruinous. 

Persons who apparently felt that 
the prevention of short sales 
“would bring about rising security 
prices and general prosperity,” had 
written him during the past year, 
urging that the stock exchange for- 
bid short selling, Whitney said. 

Effect of Prevention. 

Discussing the effects of such 

a drastic step, he said that the first 


of prices to rise, due to the fact 
that the short interest in the mar- 
ket would have to cover its posi- 
tion. Immediately thereafter, how- 
ever, the volume of trading in se- 
curities and the consequent breadth 
of the market would be materially 
curtailed. The only sellers would 
be investors who felt that their se- 
curities were over-valued. |. 

“The prohibition of short selling 
would inevitably result, first, in a 
stagnant market, and then in a 
dangerous inflation, uncontrolled 
by the brake which short sales pro- 
vide. 

“We saw last year the disastrous 
consequences of inflation of securi- 
ty prices and I am opposed to any 
action which will bring about a re- 
currence of the conditions that ex- 
isted in October and November, 
1929.” 

Cites Realty Booms. 

Deprived of the short interest, 
Whitney said that the stock market 
would resemble the action of specu- 
lative land booms where, by the 
very nature of the real property in- 
volved, short sales are impossible. 

“Every part of our country has 
at sometime or other suffered from 
the disastrous; consequences of real 
estate inflation,”. he said. 

The influence of so-called bear 
raids has been greatly exaggerated, 
chiefly, Whitney said, because peo- 
ple do not understand that the 
stock market has grown so large 
that it is impossible for any indi- 
vidual or group of individuals to 
buy or sel] securities in sufficient 


“Prices on the exchange move, 
not because a few people wish to 
buy or sell, but because hundreds 
of thousands of people, not only in 
this country but throughout the 
world, are interested in buying and 
selling in our market,” he added. 

“It is the great movement of 
trade and industry that influences 
the judgment of numberless_ in- 
vestors and specul&tors. In times 
of prosperity, the accumulated buy- 
ing orders that flow steadily into 
the exchange cause prices to 
mount. In times of depression, the 
vast mass of sales which come from 
people who have lost confidence in 
the future bring about declines.” 

In the last analysis, Whitney 
said, it is public psychology that 
determines the effect bear raiders 
can have upon the market., In pq 
riods of rising prices their activi- 
ties are not noticeable, and in 
times of depression are apt to be 
exaggerated.

This “running game” is attempt- 
ed when you have escaped quickly 
from opponent’s inner table and 
gained the advantage through good 
throws. | 

Avoid picking up blots. Bring 
each man home with as few throws 
as possible. 

Unleges your first throws are very 
favorable, try to pin opponent's two 
men in your inner table by a block- 
ade of six consecutive points, 
known as a “side prime.” This is 
the “blocking game.” 

Considerable risk in creating the 
blockade is justifiable, since once 
established he cannot escape until 
you are forced to break it. Use dis- 
crétion in hitting blots. More than 
three enemies on the bar may prove 
troublesome. 

If you establish this blockade !n 
your inner table your opponent 
cannot enter, consequently cannot 
play, while you may play as = 
like. This ig the “shut-out game 
and is very powerful. 

These three methods of play aré 
known as “forward games” and one 
of them is usually adopted when 
the opening throws are favorable. 
The “back game” offers a means 
of utilizing poor throws to good a4- 
vantage against favorable casts by 
your opponent. 

Its object is to take up as many 
hostile men as you can and ham- 
per opponent’s progress. To 4° 
this, keep your men in front of 
his line of march. Retard your 
men and expose them to every P°5- 
sible danger, hoping they will be 
sent home to re-enter. The farther 
past the enemy they go, the less 
useful they are. 
Keep men on as many different 
points as possible to increase your 
chances of catching opponents 
blots and establish and retain the 
low pointg in hig inner table to 
pick off unprotected homecomers. 
Gradually shift into a forward 
game and to your home 
table. With this game it is diffi- 
cult if not impossible for an opp°- 
nent to bring a loné man home 
even though he may have throw? 
off every other man.
